Tuesday at the annual auction of unclaimed baggage. 
Thousands of parcels, suitcases, trunks, golf bags and umbrellas 
either left unclaimed in Pennsylvania railroad checkrooms or aban­ 
doned on trains were auctioned off “sight unseen” at a preemptory 
sale by Henry Masters, auctioneer. 
A newr rule was put into effect that packages were not to be 
opened on the premises because of the scramble which ensued in 
previous years. No attempt was made to disguise several baby car­ 
riages and toy wagons which were included in the sale. There were 
also a drum, several violins and mandolins, a lamp and scores of 
pieces of jewelry, bracelets, watches and rings. 
Some of the bags bore tourist stickers from trans-Atlantic 
steamers, and others were tagged with college seals. All of the 
baggage had remained unclaimed for eight months or longer after 
every effort had been made to locate the owner. 
Although a crowd of curious persons filled the salesroom, most 
of the buying was done by professional speculators, “who will take 
a chance on anything,” the auctioneer said. Suitcases in good 
condition brought from $1 to $6, trunks as high as $30. Umbrellas 
were cheap at $1.50 a bundle.
